Bogus Charley, Steamboat Frank, 


Shack-Nasty Jim, and Hooker Jim ac- 
companied the expedition to Captain 
Jack's hiding place, 
The Modoos wcro 


perfectly loyal.

Ho was imme- 


diately covered by a dozen rifles, but 
offered to surrender, and was allowed to 
come into camp, 
On coming into camp 


ho throw away his rillo and shook hands 
with the Warm Spring Indians, 


Boston Charley was interviewed, and 


reported that several of Captain Jack's 
best warriors wore anxious to leave 
Jack, and Charloy voluntood to act as 
commissioner for their surrender, 
He 


then started for tho Modoo camp. Cap- 
tain 
lliisbrouck's 
command, 
which 


should have joined Captain Jackson 2 
hours before, ciune up and mot Charley

Ho remained with that 
flrm In tho capacity of chief accountant, 
until tho failure of tho establishment, 
whon ho at onco accepted n position in the 
banking house of Poddocord & Burrows, 
with whom bo remained until his death,— 
As an accountant and business man ho 
had fow equals and no superiors, his ca- 
pacity for accomplishing work seeming, to 
havo scarcely any bounds. His knowledge

To them hie loss will be utterly irreparable, 
a'ld no poor words of ours can assuage tbo 
terrible grief that has fullon to their lot.
